that the incessant assurances that all is 
well in Germany, and that all is ill 
everywhere else have produced the gen- 
eral belief that nothing the German 
press says is true.

TORNADO KILLS 10 
NEAR HOT SPRINGS 


Farmers Perish in Ruins of Their 
Homes—One Dead in 
Houston Storm: 





LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 25.— 


‘Ten persons are known-to be dead; 


one man is believed to be buried in the 
ruins: of his home and about thirty 
are injured, some probably fatally, as 
the result of a tornado that swept 
through the thickly settled farming 
country a mile east of-Hot Springs this 
afternoon. 

Several houses were demolished. All 
the dead and injured were farmers. 

The city of Hot Springs suffered no 
damage and rone was injured within its 
limits, although early reports said that 
the southéastern part of the resort had 
suffered severely. 

This information was brought to Little 
Rock by passengers on a Rock Island 
train that reached here shortly after 
11 o'clock tonight. All wires to. Hot 
Springs are out of commission.

Mrs. George Tanner, Mrs. Paul Can- 
ada, Mrs. A. J. Crowder and three chil- 
dren, Brooksie Davis, a negress; three 
negro children unidentified.

$112,000,000 Needed by 
Internal Taxation. 


$93,000,000 FOR DEFENSE 


An Increase of Taxes on In- 
comes and a Lowering ofthe 
Exemption Limit Are Urged. 


LEVY.ON AUTO HORSE POWER 


Would Tax Gasoline, Continue the 
Present Emergency’ Duties, 
and Keep Sugar Tariff.

WASHINGTON, Nov.:25.—Measures to 
raise additional revenue required to pay 
the increased expenditures for national 
defense, and incidentally meet an ex- 
pected deficit, are suggested in a state- 
ment issued today by William G. Mc- 
Adoo, Secretary of the Treasury. He 
proposes getting the addition&l revenue 
by increases or extensions in- internal 
taxation. 

His specific proposals for increasing 
the incomé of the Government are as 
follows: : 

Re-enactment of the emergency rev- 
enue taxation law 

Repeal ef the “tariff law. provision 
putting sugar’ on the free list 

Increased taxation on ecuividaal and 
corporate incomes. 

Reduction of the income tax exemp- 
tion from $4,000 to $3,000 for married 
and from $3,000 to $2,000 for single 
persons. 

Provision that the surtax on incomes 
shall begin at $10,000 or $15,000 in- 
stead of at $20,000, as at present. 

A ‘tax on gasoline and crude and 
refined oils. 

A horse-power tax on automobile 
and other internal combustion engines. 

The Secretary estimates that with the 
defense program in operation. it will be 
necessary to raise additional revenués 
of $112,806,394 in the fiscal year ending 
June 30; 1917. This includes a payment 
of $93,800,000 for national defense in 
that fiscal year. 

If payments for Panama. Canal work 
during the. fiscal years 1916 and 1917 
were to be made from the proceeds of 
the sale of bonds, the amount -of addi- 
tional revenue required would be re- 
duced from over $112,000,000 to. $62,- 
806,394. 22, 
against selling bonds fo’ this purpose, 
and his estimates are based on making 
payments for canal work out of current 
revenues.

[> The estimated disbursements for 1916 


and i917 represent what the various 
departments of the Govcrmment expect 
to expend from» the appropriations, 
available in 1916, and from, the esti- 
mates of appropriations submitted..for 
1917. The estimate of appropriations 
for the military establishment for 1917 
are $182,221,231.44, including $67,832,000 
for army preparedness. The appropria- 
tions for the military establishment for 
1916. were — $114,388,751.13. The _ esti- 
mates of appropriations for the military 
establishment for 1917 are $219,550,291.24, 
including $49,000,000 for preparedness. 
The appropriations for the naval estab- 
lishment for 1916 were $151,109,627.96. 

While*a total of $116,832,600 will be 
asked for preparedness in 1917—$67,832,- 
000 for the army and $49,000,000 for the 
navy—the War and Navy Departments 
estimate that they will spend in 1917 
only $93,800,000 for this purpose, $58,- 
800,000 for the army and $35,000,000 for 
the navy. The cstimate of appropria- 
tions for preparedness in 1917 are larger 
than the estimated disbursements, be- 
cause the estimates of appropriations 
represent the beginring of a specific 
program-and do not contemplate ex- 
pending all the money in one year. 

In the estimated disbursements for 
1916 there is included $10,000,000 in 
grants,from the Treasury for estimated 
postal deficiency and $8,000,000 for 1917 
for the same purpose. .The remainder of 
the Post Office expenses will be cared 
for from Post Office receipts.

PRISONERS’ ARSENAL 


‘Hunting Drugs, Commissioner 
Davis and Detectives Found 
Knives and Razors. 


HAMMERS AND FILES, TOO 


Inmates Waked and Bunks Ran- 
sacked by Raiders Before Dawn 
Thanksgiving Day. 


Miss, Katharine... “B) Davis, .Commis- 

sioner of Correction, . “together with \Bur- 
-Aette’ G.. Lewis, Deputy Commissioner, 
‘ahd. nineteen detectives from Lieutenant 
Scheérb’s narcotic squad, roused the 600 
prisoners in the Branch Workhouse on 
Hart’s Island from their sléep in’ the 
early hours of Thanksgiving morning, 
to search through the dormitories of the- 
island for drugs arid other ‘contraband. 
. Of drugs the raiders found little evi- 
'dence. A ‘‘deck’’ -of. heroin and. a 
small: package of white powder, - which 
may be cocaine or simply quinine,. was 
all that could be discovered. But the 
raiding party picked-up much other con- 
traband. =

inspired by information given to Mr.| 
Lewis by one of the prisoners. The | 
informer said there were drugs on the! 
Island. Such reports had been heard | 
before, and so yesterday morning before | 
daylight the expedition started out to | 
investigate. The detectives met Miss 
Davis and Mr. Lewis late Wednesday 
night on the Health Department Pier at 
the foot of East 182d Street. All got 
on board the Health Department launch, 
which was started downstream. 

After sailing for almost an hour the 
Captain was ordered to go to Hart’s 
Island, and socn the raiders were de- 
barking on the pier there, taking care 
that no souna of footsteps or voices 
should reach the sleeping prisoners and 
give them warning of. the early Thanks- 
giving visit. Silently, in Indian file, the 
party passed the.five dormitories of the 
Island, entering the last. The lights 
were suddenly switched on in that build- 
ing, und the startled prisoners ordered | 
to stand and deliver whatever of contra- 
band they had. The, same procedure 
was carried out in each dormitory, until 
every prisoner 1n the woekhoune had 
been searched. 

Miss Davis pronounced the raid a suc- 
cess, because it proved that there was 
littlé truth in the rumors of drugs in 


the prison which have been current for 
several weeks, that is, ever since a 
Bronx County Grand Jury investigated 
conditions on Blackwell’s. and Hart’s 
Islands; Miss Davis. was pieased, too, 
| over the confiscation of contraband 
‘articles other than, drugs, 

“TI don’t believe the men intended 
| the knives for m= J offensive purposes,’’ 
| She sa'd, in speaking of the raid. ‘‘ The 
iknives were. mostly: o!d broken table- 
ware which: the prisoriers had picked 
;up out of rubbish piles and then had 
| sharpened on stones. They were very 
sharp; it is true, = they’ seem to have 
had them any for the ordinary pur- 
poses for which any man carries a 
pocket knife. 

“The presence of the money is not 
hard to account for. In our dormitory 
system on the island a visitor can easily 
roll up a bill and slip it through the 
one thickness of screen which separates 
him from the prisoner he has come to 
see. But what pleases me most is that 
the raid showed there were hardly any 
drugs on the island, despite senerts to 
the contrary.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Writing in. The 
Daily Chronicle of the new arrange- 
ment fcr pooling the munitions inter- 
ests. of the Allies, the London corre- 
spondent of the Paris Journal ‘gives 
some details of the manner in which 
effective co-operation ts to be insured. 
The first meeting of the Munitions 
Council, held on Tuesday, was presided 
over. by David Lloyd George. Albert 
Thomas, Under Secretary for Munitions, 
represented France; Admiral] Roussine, 
Russia, and General Marrafini, Italy. 

M. Thomas, in an interview with the 
correspondent after the meeting, said: 

‘In the course of today’s sitting each 
of us explained his view and the wants 
of his own country in regard to the 
production of war material. In that way 
we obtained exact accounts of the posi- 
tion that will be of the highest utility. 
It was then my turn ‘to degcribe the 
broad outlines of the project which I 
hope to see brought into existence al- 
most at once, 

“This project consists of the estab- 
lishment of what I shall call provision- 
ally, a central office of munitions. In 
it we shall have for the whole remain- 
ing course of the war a permanent or- 
ganism which will centralize, as ita 
name indicates, every sort of matter 
concerning the: production of guns and 
munitions and the utilization of raw ma- 
terial throughout the allied countries. 

“By means of such a central office 
we shall get to know exactly the va- 
rious programs of the allied countries; 
we'shall discuss them in common; we 
shall inspect the progress of manufact- 
ure. In short, by each of us knowing 
exactly where his neighbors and friends 
stand, we shall be able to give aid to 
one another, to settle any sort of diffi- 
culty that may affect one of the coun- 
tries and not the rest, and generally to 
work together in-a common effort 
toward the common end. 

‘* Not a day passes without our feel- 
ing the need for an ‘organization of this 
kind. Let us take; for example, raw ma- 
terials. Nature has tavored some of us 
above the rest. It is natural and neces- 
sary that we shold ‘put our wealth in| 
such materials into ‘a. ¢ommon stock; 
but in practice the matter is extremely } 
delicate. To take-a concrete ‘example, 
we in France are great -providers. of 


aluminium for the Allies; but, important 
as our pioduction of this metal is, we 
pete not an unlimited amount of it 9 
are.

‘*A neutral power is-not -bound to pre- 
vent the export or transit, for the use of 
either belligerent, of arms, ammunition 
or in general of anything.-which could’ be 
of use to an army or fleet.’’ 

The use of the word ‘ fleet’’ is signifi- 
cant as indicating that: transit may be 
direct to the fleet. 


There are only two ‘provisions in the 
convention which could’ possibly be con- 
sidered as condemning the practice of send- 
ing coal from a neutral’ port to .a_bel- 
ligerent warship on the high seas. These 


are: ‘ 

Article 5.—Belligerents. are forbidden to 
use neutral ports ana waters as a pase of 
naval operations against. their adversaries 
and in particular to erect wireless tele- 
graphy stations: or.any ‘appafatus for the 
purpose of communicating with the bel- 
ligerent forces on land or. sea. , 

Article 8.—A neutral-government is bound 
to employ the means at -its dispofal to 
prevent the fitting owt. or arming of any 
vessel within its furisdiction which it: has 
reason to believe is imtended-to cruise, or 
engage in hostile operations, against 4 

power with which that government is at 
peace. It is also bound to display the 
same vigilance to prevent the parture

BERWIND’S STOKERS TO SUE. 


Charge They Were Maltreated for 
Refusing to Aid Germans. 


Suits for damages. on behalf of six 
stokers of the steamship Berwind are to 
be brought by the Seamen’s Branch 
of the Legal Aid Society as soon as the 


present panns trial determines the re- 
sponsibility for the management of the 
vessel, 

The Berwind, which passSed through 
several hdnds, was chartered by the 
Gans Steamship Company, and accord- 
ing to the testimony in court was used 
to carry naval stores to the Cap Trafal- 
gar, a German commerce raider. 

Six stokers, four of whom were 
Spaniards and two Italians, returned. 
here last Fall and told what was then 
regarded by many as a fantastic story 
of what had happened on the voyage of 
the Berwind and complained against the 
officers. The testimony of Captain Fritz 
E. Falkenberg himself now confirms 
their account. 

The men said- that when.the Berwind 
got beyond Sandy Hook there was a 
general shifting about of the personnel. 
Supercargo and clerks who proved to 
be German Navy officers under cover, 
took charge of e vessel and gave the 
orders. The Berwind -steamed to the 
great rock of Trinidad, which looms up 
off the coast of Brazil, and there for 
twenty-nine nights was engaged in 
transferring provisions to the Cap Traf- 
algar, according to the story told by 
the men. The six stokers refused to 
turn to, saying they were not hired to 
handle contraband and that cnty would 
commit no unneutral act. For this ‘they 
Say they were het» ko to abuse, and 
told that they would lose part: of their 


pay. 

After the Berwind had completed its 
mission, the Carmannia, a converted 
Cunarder, came up and sank the Cap 
Trafalgar as the Berwind was fleeing.

NEW BUSHIRE STAMPS HERE. 


| British Overprint Confirms Occupa- 
tion of Persian Port. 


Evidence of the disturbed conditions 
in Persia, confirming reports that Great 
Britain has occupied the seaport of 
Bushire, has been receivea by John N. 
Luff, of the Scott Stamp and Coin Com- 
pany. The evidence is’ composed of 
two or three Persian postage stamps 
surcharged,.‘‘ Bushire under British oc- 
cupation.”’ 

“The overprint makes it: plain. that 
Bushire has» been occupied by the Brit- 
ish forces,” .said Mr. Luff. yesterday, 
“It is difficult,- however. to decid 
whether this new'issue should be treat 
as British or Persian. Undoubtedly the 
British -made it, but the stamps are 
Persian, and it does not seem to in- 
dicate that Bushire has passed from 
Persian sovereignty or that the occu- 
pation is to be anything more than tem- 
porary, as a matter of expediency. The 
stamps, therefore, for the present, will 
be listed by us under those of Persia.’ 
Mr. Luff was informed that the is- 
sues of these surcharged stamps were 
of a limited quantity.

Fifty-eight Raiders Said to Have 
Fired on Our Cavairy and 
Been Repulsed with Losses. 


NOGALES, Ariz., Nov.  25,—Fifty- 
eight Mexiean soldiers, crossing into the. 
United States at Harrison's Ranch, east 
of here, fired on six American troopers. 
of. the Tenth Cavalry tceday. .Twenty-. 
five other troopers of the Tenth Cav- 
alry, who were on reserve post, Opened. 
fire on the Mexicans, killing. a number, 
according to report, and bringing one 
wounded prisoner into camp. 

A dispatch from Doug tonight said 
two batteries of the First Battalion, 
Sixth United States Field Artillery, with 
800 rounds of high explosive shells, were 
being rushed by train to Nogales, with 
Lieut. Col. W. L. Kennellv. in cOmmand. 
They will probably reach here before 
morning. 

Sentiment among Villa adherents was 
apparently growing against Americans 
today.

Vicente Terrazas, -a civil official of 
Nogales, Sonora, was executed today 
by order of General Acosta. for hav-

Carlos Randall, the acting , Villista 
Governor, said today he had tele- 
graphed to Washington that the riot- 
ing waS caused by rumors that General 
Obregon had been allowed to advance 
on Mexican Nogales over American ter- 
ritory. 

Governor Randall came over ‘to spend 
the night in a hotel here. Before he 
was permitted to enter the United States; 
the military authorities obtained an 
order from him releasi three Ameri- 
cans named Gilliland, Elger and Leh- 
mann. The three, charged with violat- 
ing the neutrality iaws of the United 
States, in having escorted negro troep- 
ers into Mexico several days ago, were 
brought here and locked up. : 

The patrol of ,United Btates troops 
was doubled lgte today. : 

A troop train, said to have come from 
the front with wounded soldiers of Gen- 
eral Rodriguez’s command, arrived to- 
night. It was understood orders ..had 
been issued by the United, States Army 
commanders here sanctioning -the re- 
moval of about 200 wounded from No- 
gales, Sonora, to this place, pending 
the arrival of General Obregon’s forces. 

A report tonight from Douglas':said 
Generals Obregon and Calles, heading 
a forced march on Nogales, left Santa 
Cruz, on the Del Rio to Nogales branch 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad, toda}. 

General Villa, with General Acosta and 
a small detachment of men were in 
Nogales today. They returned from the 
fighting front south of this place, and 
Carlos Randall declared that General 
Rodriguez, who eluded the ‘troops of 
General Obregon at Cananea, were now 
in position to prevent a successful at- 
tack by Obregon on Nogales. Rodriguez, 
according to Randall, has 7,500 men. 

General Obregon reported last night 
that a Villa detachment, under General 
Acosta, had been repulsed, after several 
hours’ fighting, a few miles west of 
Zorillo station. The Carranza’ forces 
were commanded by General Anchetta.

Women’s Patriotic Organization 
Ncw in Campaign to Teach

000 by the work of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution,- according to, a 
report read by Miss Grace M. Pierce, 
the State Historian, at a recent State 
conference of the D. A. R, held in this 
city. «In addition to the financial gains 
of the country through the organiza- 
tion; of the society; says Miss Pierce, 
there has beén an incommensurate gain 
to the community and nation in e 
work the D. A. . has done in the 
preservation of historic documents, the 
discovery and rescue of graves of the 
veterans of the Revolution, and the in- 
creased civic and national pride, great- 
er loyalty to flag and country, and 
higher type of patriotism which go 
with such work. 

The Society of the Daugnters of. the 
American Revolution was founded in 
1 There is some discussion inside 
the organization now as to whom the 
credit shall go for ‘the beginning, but 
Miss Pierce, in her report, says that it 
was Mrs. Mary S. Lockwood of Chautau- 
‘qua County, N. Y., who wrote the let- 
ter, published in the Washington Post 
in July, 1890, which was the inspira- 
tion for several prominent women to 
come together the following October in 
Washington, D. C., and organize the 
D. A: R. _ Miss Louise Ward McAllister 
was the first regent of the ot, for 
the ‘State of New York, and New York 
City Chapter, founded in the early part 
of 1891, was the first chapter organ- 
ized in this State. 

Miss Pierce told the D. A. R. here that 
since the very beginning of the society 
there has not been an appeal for aid in 
any great affliction within our own bor- 
ders that has not met with response 
rem some chapter of the society. 

“The Spanish-American war, the Gal- 
veston flood, the San Francisco earth- 
quake, the persecuted Jews of Russia, 
the wounded in the Russian-Japanese 
war, the present crisis in Europe,” said 
Miss Pierce, ‘‘ are only a few instances 
of our activity.

The law 
requiring the United States. flag to ftoat 
above school buildings has been written 
on the statute books.

Two blocks 
from the hardware store there met their 
gaze the window of Bartel’s restaurant, 
which the proprietor had decorated with 
all the good things that go to make a 
Thanksgiving worth while. 

Halt an hour Iater the four waiting in 
the basement of the hardware~- store 
were joined by the two foragers, laden 
with everything, so turkey to pie. 
The boys ate what

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TIDES IN THE WORLD’S WEALTH. 

The British Chaneellar estimated 

the wealth of England at §$130,000,- 

000,000 on the same day thet British 
consols, the first mortgage upon that 
“wealth, fell to what is described as 
the lewest: price for a century. The 
description is incorrect, for it refers 
only to price and disregards yield, the 
tre test of investment worth. OR 
the basis of yield consols have some 
twenty-two points yet to fall before 
reaching the Napoleonic low tide. The 
point to be remarked is that consols 
_ fell seven points on the day that the 
minimum restrictions were ‘removed 
and reduced the worth of the national 
mortgage by, say, one-fifteenth. Also 
it is worth remark that the national 
mortgage has been increased by 
$8,000,000,000, and the end is not yet. 

Simultaneously there has been a 
similar change throughout the Em- 
pir, The fall in colonial and munic- 
ipgl stecks ranged from the minimum 

degline in consols up to twelve 
points, and the market in® others be- 
came nominal. Theres is not a finan- 
cial institution in England, and hard- 
ly. one-in the Empire, whose condition 
is mot affected by a change such as 
hag been paralleled seldom, perhaps 
_. never, This fall is to. England's 
. enedit, for it denotes a condition 

something like bedrock, and contrasts 
with the contrary condition elsewhere. 
England ig in relation with the world 
and pays gold abroad. The test of 
eharacter is severe and establishes 
British credit at near the world’s 
maximum, regardless of the present 
stress; The same is true of France, 
but in less degree, due to France’s 
emaller foreign relations and freedom 
from any burdens except France’s. 
The contrast is Germany. The best 
German authorities say that prices 
are rising in Germany. There is no 
reason why they should neat rise with 
eath emission of the printing press 
until they are as high ag Mexico’s 
new, or eurs in our gheap money era. 
The gold price of Germany's publi¢ 
or. private obligationg cannot be 
stated, byt cannot be supposed to be 
as good ag England’s. Conditions are 
not essentially different for any coun- 
try of Europe. Taken together, these 
changes are on the scale of the war 
itself, that is to say they surpass 
anything ever before known, and raise 
fundamental questions regarding our 
relations to them. Alterations in the 
Wealth of nations on a catastrophig 
scale cannot leave us unconcerned. 

No doubt these are bitter times, 
but they gare worth their cost. They 
have arouged in “England and France, 
in Belgium and in Serbia, a national 
epirit which counts wealth well lost 
in’ maintaining that without which 
Wealth ig dross and national life not 
werth preserving. There have been 
times when we were animated 
by the same fire. It behooves us at 
this time of trial for others to ask 
whether we are becoming corroded by 
Wealth and peace and sacrificing 
something of that national character 
which hitherto we have exemplified 
before the world. Europe has thrown 
inte the“melting pot all that it 
possesses in: defense of national as- 
Pirations respecting which we are 
preserving a neutrality of the cor- 
reetest sort, according to all the legal 
tests. Are we, then, so indifferent to 
the real issues in ethies and morals 
of. international relations that it is 
all the same te us which side wins, 
eo that we enrich ourselves by pick- 
ing up the falling fruit? 

That is the manner in which the 
changing tides in the world’s security 
' meykets affect us. Every commer-, 
cial nation except ourselves is at war. 
The price of all that ig sold at forged 
sale is fixed by us, for there are no 
other takers. The wheel has turned, 
nd what we sacrificed to foreign 
' buyers when we were prostrated and 
bleeding in defense of our ideals they 
_ mow are sacrificing to us. We lost our 
shipping because of the civil war,

CHoaTs has fairly warned ys, after 
the war, There ia danger lest we 
think that the war is harvest time, 
when in fact it is the seed time. of 
relatiens after the war. Let us not 


selves, when the nations of the 
earth are making ecenemia alli- 
ances, than now, when they are Ynak- 


come,when we, too, shall need friends, 
and we may sacrifice them now easily. 

No deubt the losses of the war 
are beyond comprehension fer those 
whose mindgg begome disgy with mill- 
ions and cannot comprehend billjons 
in multiple. Nevertheless it is well 
to remember that much of this loss is 
rather a marking down in price than 
a loss of prodvttive value. No doubt 
there is an immense loss of real 
wealth, but sq far as the loss ia a. 
mere matter of the markets it can 
be marked up as well as down. Also 
it is well te remember that se lene 
as the records pun there has been a 
Europe, and so long as foresight can 
predict there will be a Europe. In 
particular England has lived through 
seemingly fatai troubles before, and 
will survive as surely as anything 
human. Nebody hag phrased this 
better than MacaunLay in words fa- 
miliar to “every schoolboy” and 
worth recalling to busy. men now en- 
gaged, perhaps, in appraising British 
affairs: ’ 

‘A million q year will beggar us,’ 
waid the patriets of 1640. ‘''fwe 
“ millions a year will grind the coun- 
‘‘try to powder,’”’ was. the cry in 
16@9. ‘‘Six milliong a year, and a 
debt of ten millions |?’ exclaimed Swirt ; 
‘‘the high allies have been the ruin of 
us.” A hundred and forty milliong 
of debt} gaid Juniys; “well may 
'f we say that we owe Lord GHaTHAM 
** more than we shall ever pay, if we 
** owe him such a load as this.” “‘ Two 
hundred and forty millions of debt,” 
cried all the statesmen of 1783 in 
chorus; ‘“‘ what abilities or what 
**economy on ‘the part of Ministers 
“can save a country so burdened?’”’ 
We know that if since 1783 no fresh 
debt had been ingurred the increased 
resources of the egyntry would have 
enabled us to defray that debt at 
which Prrr, Fox, and Burxe stood 
aghast. Nay, to defray it oyer and 
over again, and that with much lighter 
taxation than,that which we have 
actually borne, Qy what principle is 
it that when we see nothing but im- 
provement behind us, we are to ex- 
pect nothing but deterioration before 
us? 

The applicatien ef such reasoning ig 
that an English debt or indorsement 
ig a valuable obligation, and that 
there ere causes justifying some risk.

It may be necessary ta appeal ta 
Congress. The better way would be 
that readjustment of districts should 
be made as they have been, by agrea- 
ment of all concerned, without: eon- 
tention of any sort, and without ob- 
struction of any sort not springing 
from regard te the pyblic interest. 
The precedent of a litigious spirit in 
connection with the Federal banks 
sheuld be checked, hewever it ariges.

BAST NORWICH, L. I, Nov. 25.— 
-About 1,000 members of society wit- 
nessed the annual point-to-point steeple- 
chase of the Meadowbrook Hunt. Club 
held on the Chilton farm, near here, 
this afternoon. The event marked the 
end of the sporting season on Long Isl- 
and, except for the fox hunts, which 
will continue until the-ground freezes. 

The course for the race was. cleverly 
mapped out. The three hills on the Chil- 
ton Farm were crowded with members 
of the fashionable set who are spending 
the holiday at various country estates, 
and from each hill the spectators were 
able to see every jump of the. four-mile 
course, 

The gay colored frocks of the womén 
and the brilliant pink riding coats of the 
ten riders presented a pleasing contrast. 
to the more sombre hues of thé Au- 
tumnal woodland and the adjoining 
fields. Hundreds of automobiles lined 


the roadway, leaving just enough room | 


for traffic to pass. The Start was in the 
hollow back of the Chilton barns; the 
course led through the flags due east 
over a double jump and across a field of 
grass, then another double jump, and 
over a stone fence jump for a quarter of 
a mile, when the line turned north and 
made a Sharp-angle jump back into the 
grass field,-then north through a field of 
corn, which was stacked, the riderg be- 
ing compelled to dodge this way and 
that to prevent colliding with the corn- 
stacks, 

From here the course led toward the 
west and over the double jump again to 
the starting point, where the flag was 
rounded, and the run home made partly 
over the same course. The race was de- 
cided in two classes—light and heavy- 
weight hunters, the lightweights carry- 
ing 165 pounds and the heavyweights 
carrying 198 pounds. In addition to cups 
for each of these classes, there was a 
‘special cup offered for the winner of the 
race, regardless of what class he might 
be in. Thig cup was called the Chester 
Challenge Cup and was presented by L. 
Trowbridge Martin. 

The early pace was made by Mr. Bell 
on J. P. Grace’s Altair. He held the 
lead throughout the first turn, going 
easily, but just before the final turn Mr. 
Cooley; on Maple Leaf, gradually gained 
on Altair, and in the last half mile wore 
him. down and took the lead. He won, 
romping, by ten lengths. After one of 
the hardest-fought races seen in this 
section for years, Maple Leaf got the 
cup for lightweight hunters and the 
Chester Cup, for winning the race. Mr.

The expedition will have a complete 
outfit to equip a hospital with 300 or 400 
beds on modern lines, purchased in the 
United States, if the British authorities 
permit. Thus far the permission has not 
been given. 

Dr. Hermann Fischer, who went in 
charge of the first expedition, has re- 
ported that it has been welcomed in 
Germany, and that his hospital, which 
.has been opened in Oppelin, Silesia, is 
the best equipped in the whole province. 


25 PERISH IN SHIPWRECK. 


Strands in Gale and Res- 
cuers Are Helpless. 


TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 25.—Special ad- 
vices to The Ledger tonight from Vic- 
toria, B. C., stated that the Chilean 
full rigged four-masted éron ship Carel- 
mapu had been lost with all hands, num- 
bering about twenty-five. 

The Carelmapu, the dispatch said, was 
driven ashore before a terrific. south- 
west gale, one mile east of Gowland 
Rock, Schooner Cove, on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island, and the vessel was 
pounded to pieces on the rocks. At 
great risk the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ship Princess Maquinna, Captain Gil- 
liam, attempted to rescue the crew 
clinging to the wrecked craft, but she 
was unable to approach and the sail- 
ors were washed off and drowned. Cap- 
tain Gilliam abandoned his efforts after 
his ship lost an anchor and sixty fath- 
one of chain and smashed her wind- 
ass. : 

The Carelmapu was commanded by 
Saptein Lesolraes and was bound from 
Caleta Buena to Puget Sound in balast. 
She was built at Liverpool in 1877. She 
was formerly the British ship Kinross 
and was of 1,262 net tons.

Right Foot of Little Quarter

History books on football’ games will 
have to be rewritten, and along with the 
chapters relating to the drop kicks of 
Haxall of Princeton, and Vic Ken- 
nard of Harvard, will have to be added 
the story of Howard Miller, Columbia, 
“47, Yesterday afternoon on South 
Field Columbia: accomplished the -‘un- 
expected. Wesleyan, an old rival before 
football: was. abolished from Morning- 
side. Heights in 1905, was snowed under 
in the Blue and White attack by the 
score of 18 to 0. : 

Miller and tlie Columbia team , are 
synonomous terms.

Lehigh Shows Poor Form Against

WASHINGTON, Penn., Nov. 25.— 
Washington and Jefferson made a 
splendid recovery in_ the concluding 
game of the séason this afternoon, when 
it defeated Lehigh before a record 
Thanksgiving Day crowd by 27 to 3. 
Folwell’s men. garnered four touch- 
downs and kicked three goals, while Lc- 
high saved itself a shut-out through 
Cahall’s drop kick for a field. goal in 
the last few minutes of play. <Previous 
to that time Lehigh had not been _cloBe 
énough to the Washington and Jeffer- 
son goal line to warrant even a reckless 
attempt at a field goal. 

The rush of Keady’s men into Wash- 
ington and Jefferson territory came only 
after’ Folwell had replaced ten of. his 
original starters with»as many substi- 
tutes. Two long forward passes, one 
from Cahali to Sawtelle and the other 
from Cahall’ to Heuer, ‘gained Lehi 
thirty-five’ yards, and carried .the -ball 
to the Washington and Jefferson's thir- 
ty-five yard line. Cahall then kicked the 
ball over the bar. 

Washington and Jefferson, outweighed 
by Lehigh, played the most consistent 
football shown this season, particularly 
in the first half. The Red and Black 
had possession of the ball almost all of 
this period. Lehigh did not make a first 
down in the first two periods, kicking 
usually on the first down when. it had 
tne ball, being ‘put on the defensive for 
the most part.. Washington and Jeffer- 
son during this time excelled in every 
department. 

While tke entire rush line outplayed 
Lehigh’s forwards and opened up big 
holes on the offense, it stood like a 
stone wall when attacked. The work 
of Left Tackle Witherspoon of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson stood out as the 
most brilliant seen on College Field:

A suit. which is attracting the attention 
of many persons interested in the plan 
of making small loans at a reasonable 
rate of interest has just been tried in 
this city. against the Morris Plan Com- 
pany of New York. The case:was heard 
before Justice Hazel in the. Federal 
Court for the Southern District of: New 
York,.-The lawyers for the opposing 
sides are now preparing briefa to be 
submitted. to the court during the com- 
ing week, and Justice Hazé}’s opinion 
will détermine whether a permanent in- 
junction should be granted- preventing 
the Morris Company of New York from 
doing business under its présent’ policy. 

The suit has been brought by the Uni- 
versal Savings. Corporation of Virginia, 
of which David Stein of Newport News 
is President. Mr, Stein alleges that he 
is the real author of the so-called Morris 
plan.of industrial banking. He sold his 
financial] system to the company of 
which. he is President over a year ago, 
and the injunction is asked for on the 


?| ground that his plan has been “* wrong- 


ly and unlawfully ‘appropriated’ by 
Arthur, J. Morris, the organizer of the 
Morris’-system, who was Mr. Stein’s 
attorney. Mr. Stein also asks for an 
accounting of the profits of the New 
York company so that, if the case is 
decided in :his favor, he may obtain. the 
share which he alleges has been..with+ 
held from him as the author of the plan. 


Favored by Philanthropists. 

The Morris ‘plan, which was formed 
to-make loans in multiples of $50 onthe 
character and earning capacity of the 
borrower, has’ grown to large propor: 
tions within the last few years and has 
‘aroused the interest of prominent finan- 
ciers and philanthropic workers, who 
have felt that it possessed possibilities 
of affording small borrowers the advan- 
tage of procuring small loans without 
falling into the clutches of _the “loan 


sha. 

The ‘New York Company is. one of 
about fifteen subsidiary companies, -but 
each under its individual management 
of the Industrial Finance Corporation 
organized last year in Richmond,. Va., 
with a capital of. $7,000,000 to promote 
Ahe formation of Morris Plan oeeerere 
throughout the country.

Huger W. Jervey, ‘who has conducted 
the case in behalf of Satterlee, Can- 
field & Stune for the defendant com- 
pany,. stated. yesterday that the points 
at issue had..been tried\out on -prac- 
tically. the same grounds in Norfolk, 
Va., last year, and on July’ 29 the Court 
of Common Pleas of Virginia dismissed 
the suit on the ground that the finan- 
cial plan of which Mr. Stein claims to 
be the originator was not a thing in 
which one could hold property under 
the law. An appeal to-the State Su- 
preme Court is. now pending. 

“Mr. Stein’s original inn, which he 
says he devised about 1898,”’ said Mr. 
Jervey, ‘““was simply that of the aver- 
age logn association, to which were 
added some features of the foreign co- 
operative banks which have been so 
successful in making small loans, espe- 
cially in Germany. There was nothing 
in bis plan which he could rightly claim 
as peculiarly original, and the only 
truth to his allegations that the pian 
has been copyrighted by the corpora- 
tion now controlling it is that cer- 
tains forms, as the certificate. system, 
have been’ copyrighted. The ‘company 
is not a philanthropic organization. It 
has always professed to ‘ conducted 
on legitimate business principles, and 
its rate of interest is ridiculously low 
as compared .with the 500 per cent., 
and sometimes more, charged by the 
typical loan’ shark ‘operators.” 

Mr. Stein, in his allegations, says that 
the first company to use his system, 
now known as the Morris plan, was the 
Merchants’-Mechanics’ Savings Associ- 
ation, forméd in Newport News in 1901. 
He was its president. In 1904’ he en- 
deavored to form a similar enterprise 
in Norfolk, Va.,.and submitted his plan, 
he says, to Mr. orris, who. was then 
a@ young attorney in that city. Nothing 
came of it, but it was not until 1909, 
he says, that Mr.. Morris told -him 
that it would be impossible to form 
such a Compeny. A, few: months ‘later, 
he alleges, Lt Morris, organized in. Nor- 
folk the Fidelity Savings and ‘Trust 
Company, and in the. recent trial of the 
case witnesses testified that this con- 
cern was planned on the same lines as 
those of Mr. Stein’s éarlier company in 
Newport News. 

Deny Stein Is Originator. 

Against these allegations the lawyers 
for the defendant company in the pres- 
ent suit point out that Mr. Stein made 
no effort to claim the originality. ofthe 
system when Mr. Morris’s Fidelity 
Company was started’ in 1910, nor in 
1912, when it was.taken over. by the 
Fidelity Corporation: of ‘America, nor 
even. earlier, in, 1905, when’ an’ institu- 
tion similar to his Merchants-Mechanics 
Company was, started in’ Norfolk. Thé 
Industrial ..Savings Corporation has 
taken’ over the assets and business” of 
the older Fidelity Corporation.

-It-is true Russia’ is-an honest 
debtor, so long as its creditors will loan 
it anew to pay maturing: debt.” Look at 
France, She’ is clogged with Russian 
bonds, upon which now in her neéd she 
cannot realize. 

* This. present ; -proposition of. ‘a large 
credit ‘to: Russian banks, to be secured

GOVERNMENT NOT. CONCERNED. 


Loan to Russia Would. Be a Private 
Financial Matter. 


Special’to The Neto York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The atti- 
tude of the Washington Government to- 
ward the granting of the proposed $60,- 
000,000 loan by American banking inter- 
ests to the Russian Government will be 
the same as: it was toward the recent 
$500,000,000 loan by American bankérs 
to the British and French Governments. 
It is not understood that the lack of 
a@ commercial treaty between this coun- 
try and Russia will actuate the Amer- 
ican Government to adopt any different 
"yeaa toward the projected Russian 
oan. 

It was pointed out in a high official 
circle here tonight that the Unit 
States Government would not be a par- 
ticipant in the projected Russian loan, 
and that Since it would be a private 
financial arrangement between Amer, 
ican bankers and the Russians’ the 
project would neither involve nor con- 
cern the American Government. As to 
the ‘bearing of the absence of a Russo- 
American commercial treaty, it was 
pointed out that the American bankers 
were thoroughly well aware of the fact

? that there was no such treaty, and that 


if the bankers, with their eyes open jto 
that fact, were willing to make a loan 
to the Russians, the risk would be that 
of the bankers and did not concern the 
Federal Government.

He 
would not say whether it was for the 
manufacture of. automobiles, and ap- 
peared rather displeased that the fact 
of the purchase had bécome known. The 
tract, itis said, is between Newark and 
Jersey City. Mr. Ford, after a discus- 
sion of his peace expedition in the late 
afternoon, held a conference with the 
agents of the property. :

‘CAPITAL GIVES CONTROL’ 


Southern Continent by. 
End oi Century. 


Charles M. Muchnic, Vice President 
of the American Locomotive’ Sales Cor- 
poration, makes» the prediction, in a 
statement to THz: New YORK TIMBs, 
thatthe. population:.of South America 
will {ficrease :to’ 160,000,000 -during’ the 
present century and ‘says that the trade 
with and political influence over vari- 
ous sections of that, continent will be 
held by nations which have already 

uired, or which will acquire in the 
near future, a commercial foothold there 
by investment in railroads and other 
large public and - private enterprises. 
The population of South America is 
now about 385,000,000. 

** Our bankers and the investing pub- 
lic,” he said, ‘‘must:come quickly to 
a closer understanding on the important 
relation investments in Luatin-America 
enterprises have to our trade and their 
effect indirectly upon the stability. of 
business at home. They must realize 
that only through American investments 
in and control of great enterprises. in 
South America can we hope to get our 
share: of: trade’ with those countries. 

*‘ Such financial control would-Have a 
far more important influence than tariff 
agreements on. the magnitude of our 
sales to those countries. Infact,’ I be- 
lieve that libéral investment in South 
and Central American countries is fun- 
damental to the solution of other. prob- 
lems, such as greater and more frequent 
steamship communications, the estab- 
lishment there of local American banks 
and other undertakings which present 
important problems in thenfelves. 

‘Let us take as an illustration the 
building or control of an important rail- 
road’in any country of South America. 
The country that furnishes the capital 
for the construction of such a railway 
naturally sends out a corps of en a 
neers from among its own nation 
These men, from motives of patriotion. 
as well as because of their home train- 
ing, experience and familiarity with 
own products, insist, and rightly so, 
that all materials, machinery’ and 
equipment of all kinds be purchased in 
their own country. -The manufacturer 
from another country is not even al- 
lowed to submit a proposal, unless the 
home manufacturer is unable to supply 
the required materials in time. 


Creates a Market for All Products. 


“ After the railroad is built by the 
engineers of the country that furnished 
the capital, a management is installed 
composed of the nationdls of the same 
country, and all future supplies for such 
a railway, for renewals and extensions, 
are obtained from the home manufac- 
turers. The commerce thus created be- 
tween a centre in South or Central 
America and the country that furnished 
the railway capitel is not limited to 
railway materials, but includes also a 
great variety of products—from wear- 
ing apparel to household : utensils—in 
fact nearly all the gy which civil- 
ized man pete wae A requires. 

“This commercial link between the 
home country _and the foreign outpost 
develops with the growth of the railroad 
and the settlement of the country into 
Toure: ortant transactions. The. ideas, 

ards of the products of the 
pout which furnished the capital and 
5 Aft, the pioneers to build the rall- 
nm predominate in the region. 
he “growth of the heretofore small com- 
munities of settlers now invite enter- 
prises such as the building of power 
plants, urban and interurban traction, 
the opening of banks and of mercantile 
establishments. The additional enter- 
prises usually are undertaken either by 
the same group of men that built and 
developed the railroad or by their com- 
patriots: And so, step by step, commer- 
cial control is obtained and the country 
holding the control bars competition of 
rival nations from this section most 
effectively. 


Lurge Investments by Other Countries 


‘* Throughout the various countries of 
South and Central America we find sec- 
tions under commercial] control by Eng- 
lish, French, German, Belgian, or North 
American interests. I name North 
American interests last intentionally, 
for we have smaller investments in 
South America than any of the leading 


European nations to which I have made 
reference. And yet the experience of 
the comparatively limited American en- 
terprises in Cuba, Central ‘America, 
Peru, and Chile has been very gratify- 
ing. The United Fruit Company, the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, the Chile 
Exploration Company, the Cerro de 
Pasco Mining and Railroad Company 
are a few examples of successful for- 
— pro peecar ood 

this proves, . according to Mr. 
Muchnic, that we should consider not 
only the present purchasing power of 
South American countries, but also the 
increased purchasing power which will 
be created in the future by investments 
made now. One purchaser in South 
America now means several purchasers 
in a few years. 

“‘The tremendous advances made in 
recent years _ in medical science,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ have had their effect in making 
health resorts out ‘of what were form- 
ork unhealthy . districts. Once the 
health conditions are improved and 
proper transportation facilities provided; 
we can predict a flow of immigration 
into those countries, attracted by. the 
vast latent resources. Viscount Bryce, 
n his book on South America, ‘states 
that there is a strong possibility that 
during this century South America wil] 
have a por wstion of more than 100,- 
000,000. Gorgas, who has done’ much 
work in Cuba and Panama, looks for- 
ward to the a 4 when the centres of 
population e in the tropical and 
semi-tropical untries, as was the case 
many centuries ago. 


We Need “the Neutral Markets.” 


‘* The future prosperity’ of our indus- 
tries will depend to a large measure on 
the extent of our control of the neutral 
markets of the world, and those of the 
South American Republics appear most 
promising, becausé most of them can 
never become our competitors in the 
iron, steel, and kindr industries, - or 
even satisty their home. demands for 
such products, 

“The seeming opportunities for the 
sale of our manufactures.in South Amer- 
ica at the outbreak of the European war 
came to nothing, for we soon learned 
that’ the sudden arrest ‘of the flow of 
European capital into South pete 
enterprises virtually suspended -all ne 
development there. And, while slight 
improvements . are noticeable here and 
there, there has been no resumption of 
commerce, and construction § activities 
cannot. be hoped for until our South 
American neighbors find new sources of 


capital. 

after the war it will be only natural 
and statesmanlike for the Allies to form 
commercial treaties that would result in 
mutual co-operation during e period 
of rehabilitation of their industries, in- 
stead of calling upon outside, though 
friendly, nations for the supply of mate- 
rials and manufactures required.

WHAT FRENCH NEEDS ARE. 


_ - 


Americans Said to Fall to Appre- 
clate Their Opportunity. 
» Dr. C. W. A. Veditz, Commercial At- 
taché’ at Paris and Madrid, before sail- 
ing recently to return to his post said 
he was surprised to find among Ameri- 
can manufacturers and exporters a lack 
of appréciation of. the opportunities. ex- 
isting in France; particularly* for in-

ereased business w’th that country. He}. 


vaid he hoped the visit of the French 
commission now in this country would 
arouse manufacturers to a realization of 
the big field long held by German man- 
ufacturerg in France. a 

“In the short time I have been 
able to spend here,” said he, ““I have 
talked. with a great number of manu< 
facturerg.and outlined just what kind of 
things France stands in need of at the 
present time, .and-given them some idea 
of what will be impératively wanted at 
the close of the war. Most of these men 
had -a very slight perception of the 
damage wrought in the French war 
zone. Bridges have’ been. destroyed, 
rolling stock impaired or sent back -into 
Germany, while .the equipment of thé 
textile and other. manufacturing plants 
has been more or less stripped by the 
German invaders now in possession of 
this territory. 

“Before leaving Parts I heard on the 
best.of authority that all of the copper 
parts on.machinery not in use had been 
removed and sent-to. German foundries 
for conversion into war material. ~-Cop- 
per, t in or on buildings has suffered 
the game fate. Then, again, American 
builders of automobile omnibuses. ought 
to come in for ordérsifor these vehicies. 
Before the outbreak of the war there 
were 1,100 of these buses in Paris:alone. 
They were all requisitoned by the Gov- 
ernment, and at. present the people of 
Paris are hard put to it,in getting 
about. The ‘buses taken ata y the 
Government will be fit only for the 
scrap heap after the war, and will-have 
to be replaced. . At the present time 
French manufacturers are in no. posi- 
tion to turn out vehicles for .ordinary 
street transportatiom purposes, and it 
would seem that American makers 
should- evince some interest in this 
proposition. 

“One thing is certain, and that ‘ta that 
after the war ng contracts for material 
or work of any kind will go to the Ger- 
Mans. The recovery of France indus- 
trially is bound to be slow, and it is a 
parent to those conversant with the s t- 
uation as it is and will be. that vast 
quantities of material of all kinds will 
have to be gotten abroad. It is hardly 
believed in vernment circles.in Paris 
that France .can produce the things 
needed the moment peace is declared, 
nor will England be able to furnish the 
necessary supplies.” 

Dr. Veditz. said he realized that the 
phenomenal demand for war ee 
and other supplies at this time had 
a heavy burden on manufactu 
plants here. Since, however, this kin 
of business cannot go on indefinitely,-he 
thought American manufacturers should 
canvass thoroughly the ‘French field 
with an’eye to future business. 


Production of Quinine In Italy. 

From a recently published report on 
Italian quinine production, Consul’ W. 
F. Kelley,. stationed at Rome, quotes the 
total sales of prepared quinine in the 
fiscal -year 1913-14 as amounting to 
80,782 pounds, an increase of -1,891 
pounds ‘over the preceding year. In 
Italy the average consumption: has. been 
a little over ten grains for each inhabi- 
tant, the figures’ being 10,077 grains per 
1,000 inhabitants,. an. increase of 1,296 
grains. -The Province. of Foggia in 
Southeastern Italy showed the. largest 
consumption, 44,198 grains per 1,000 pop- 
ulation, and the Province of Carrara the 
smallest, 77 grains per 1,000 population. 
A smaller ‘demand from Greece and Bul- 
garia caused a falling off in total ex- 
ports. The largest quinine laboratories 
are at Turin, but the rapid growth of 
the demand for this product has necessi- 
tated ‘the establishmefft of laboratories 
in pee and other parts of: the kingdom 
as well.
